Conserhine the «mamely, the Originall, or 
“fort of men, which are moft commonly termed: ‘alae, Their 
firit birth is challenged by the yeare of our Lord, 1521. when they 
began to appeare on che ftage,and to enter into thefe parts of the 
Chriftian world. Thofe that are read to be the firft, which helped the 
world to be, delivered of this Sect ; were Nicholas Starch; Marcus 
pretence was piety, of 
ambitious of Honour, and made and 
ted for ungodly enterprifes. To their defignesa while yoyned him fe 
Martinus Cellarius, a Swede by Nation, difciple of ry eres and One_ 
ot AMelanchtems fatniliars ; but whoafterwards, both by:his

and together with his Sect caft of his 


thers adaaonition, repented 
unto tim frem thence-forth the same. of 


Country name utaking 
Borrhai ; eae naine he was frit din the profeffion of 
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Of the Originall, or beginning Chap.1. 
Philofophy, and afterwards of Divinity, in the famous Univerfity of 
Baxill; where ( befides his writings in Logicke and Mathematicks ) 
by publifhing Commentaries upen fome Books of the old Teftamen, 
he commended himfelfe unto the Church of God; untill at laft being 
feized by the Peftilence, he there finifhed his life,in the Communion of 
the Orthodox Church, the yeare of our Lord. 1564. : 

Nicholas Storch, and Marcus Stubner, by divers praétifes indea- 
voured to draw the heedleffe people after ; this latter by the 
fame of his learnmg and acertaine dexterity he had in expounding 

the holy Scripture ; the former(as being alcogether unlearned, )by his 
popular eloquence, and of snfpirations, revelations and fecret 
conferences with God ; both bya great deale of jugling and divers 
frauds, Thefe norwit ing proceeded more warily and gently ; 
but mcve violently and furioufly Thomas Ad nntzer, under whofe con- 
duét brake forth that lamentable fedition of the Counctry-men, by 
which in the former age, upper-Germany was fo grievoufly fhaken, 
and with the fame, the fruites of that new Golpell, where. with 
Storch and Stubner had pofiefied the mindes of the common people. 
The refidue of both whofe lives, and their ends, are uncertaine. Of 
Muatzers turther enterprifes comes now parti to be fpoken. 
Some fanaticke fpirits take occafion of making partics; and ren- 
ding the Church ef God, upon the werds of Lasher, in his Booke of 
Chriftian liberty, which is extant amongft his workes in the third 

Tome: and was firft publifbed in the yeare of our Lord, 1520. ha- 
ving read there, that « Coriftias wan ss Lord of all things, and 10 
wone : which words'wricten by Latherthat emucent fervant ot God 
the beft part, and largely expounded; and by a contrary aphorifme, 
. (namely thatthe fame was fervant of all, and fabje& to all,) more 
declared; were wrelted te anill fenfe by men impatient both of 


the Pope ef Rome, but alfo of 
Charch by the firit reformers ; and fo fhak: 
_ laque order, che-dignity of the Magiftrare, and the reverence of the 
facted Mindtery, and the authoriry of 


thes Owne and Guicmefie; whovpon that occafton, firkt pri- 

wately, and afterward publiquely, began to fpeake evillof theGo- . 

verament of the peepie ; their 
an Chrift ; and making large complaints, not onely of the Tyranny of 


Chapt. the Anabaptifts. 


of charity, beare the Crofle of Chrift, give our felves to fafting,

bout framing a newand more perfect Church, and concerning its 
new Policy ; and on this occafion thought of anew Baptifme to in- 
itiate the difciples thereof. But leaft the reverence of the Baptifme 
formerly received, fhould be any hingerance to their purpofe ; Chil- 
dreas Baptifme was exclaimed againft as vaine, yea, unlawfull, being 
conferred upon Infants, which were uncapable thereof ; whereas. 
this Sacrament ought 6 be adminiftred to none'but men grewne, and 
who had the ufe of their will and reafon. And that the zeale of this 
new Church, which thefe Doctors defired to raife out of the rab- 
bith, might che more deeply enter into the mindes of the common 
people they tooke fpeciall care to make great fhew of piety them- 
ives, and to prefle the fame upon others, Hence the ordinary fub-. 
ject of publique Sermons, and private Conventicles was. That wee 
muft deteft finne, fuddue the flefh, ftirre up the {pirit, exercife pases 
plaine in apparell, moderate in dyet, compofe the drefling of our bo- 
dyes to neglect, rather then ornament, and be iparing Speech. It 
transforming into an ing 
of Satan, advanced his-caufe ; and how much this mecre out-fide_of 
godlinefle and holineffe made the mindes of men not. evill addicted: 
unto thefe new Evangelifts, 
The mindes of men being thus prepared ; Thomas Muntzxr, firit 
Paftor of Cypnen, afterwards of A/fer, a Towne Seated in the limits: 
of Thuringia and ee Spreng ba might riew go on with his de- 
fignes, hardned himiéelfe in his audacious wickednefle ; yea,-refolved 
. in his minde to adventure on any mifchiefe whatfoeves. For when he 
obferved rhe name of Luther to be famous every where, for relto- 
ring the Churches liberry,and all mens mindes to be inclined towards. 
t he mutt by fome notable enterprize 
name amongft all men likewife ; and co-this end was fo bold, as to: 
profefle that he would reftore the politicke or (as fometimes he ufed. 
to call it) naturall liberty ; and deliver fubjetts from their yoke, and 


Tyranny, fo did this contemner of Gods ordinance fle the Govern-- 
ment 


Princes and Magiftrares: But-when he could not Lasher 
to joyne with him, ner prove bis fact co be lawful unso wich: 
whom he had of ten meetings thereabout, eae, but eothe

fturbe the publi ce,yea, to fubmit to the order which God had 
ordaimed pee rife up, and thunder againft Luther himfelfe, 
crying out, that Lather was'as much in faule as the Pope of Roine ; 
that it was true, the worke of reformation was fomething furthered 
by him, but left {till infected with much leaven; yea, that Luther 
was worfe then the Pope, for thathe had publifhed onely a carnal 
Gofpell. Neither left he to exclaime againft the Tyranny of the Civil] 
Magiftrate to the utmolt, nor to prefle upon the common people, that 
allthiugs by nature were tree and common; and that the yoke of 
Princes wasas much to be calt offas the Popes of Rome: and fec- 
‘ing faire warning was not like to prevaile with them, but they would 
have both the goods and lives of their fubjects to be tribute to their 
lufts ; ic was moft juft that every one feeke to recover that’ by force 
of Armes,-which God would have to be common to all. The com- 
mons being {tirred up by this Trumpet, and inticed with the feeming 
{weemefle of a certaine new liberty, began every where to imbroyle 
themfelves in dangerous mutinies. Necre the River eMcromme up- 
roares are made;in Al/atia & Sweden, Troops of factious perfons gathe- 
red together, liberty is every where pretended, and all reverence and 
obedience due to Princes contemned, yea, altogether caft off.

W's Sathan had by this meanes indeavoured not-onely to 
make Schifmes in the reviving Church, and to caft dutt in her 
face ; but likewife to render the reformation of the Temple of the 
Lord odious to the powers of the world ; as if the jut au- 
thourity of Princes over their fubjects was abrogated ; and the new 
preaching of the Gofpell, led onely to faGtion and fedition; it can- 
not be exprefled into how much hatred the moft holy worke of Re- 
formation was brought, with thofe men which were ftilladdicted ro 
their former fuperftition ; For thefe rumults were not onely imputed _ 
to their true Anthours, afew leaders of factious perfons ; but like- 
wife began to be layd to the charge of the Gofpell it felfe, and all the 
Teachers thereof And that fo much the more, ‘becaufe thefe new 
Pacriarkes of the Ansabaprifts , had afore-time beene

thofe, whofe fervice the Lord had ufed in the Reformation of hi 
houfe ; and for thatthey boafted, Lweber was of the fame minde 


with chem. Hereunto adde, thac che multitude ftirred up ‘by ther, 


- would feeme that they minded ro to the Gofpell, and cleave to 


the Scripture onely : and would maintaine the liberty of their con- 
{ciences by the {word., But thofe worthies, which had given fufficient 
proofe to the Church, of their fidelity and integrity in repairing the 
Temple of God ; that they might wipe off the blot which was caft 
afwell upon themfelves, as the Gofpell ; they thought fit by wri- 
ting, to:defend both their owne, and the caufe of che Church of Gods 
which amongft the reft, was ftoutly performed by Lasher, Melanch- 
ton, Zuingline, Bullinger, Menius, Regine and others, who fharpely 
inveighed again{t edition, and feditious perfong ; admonifhing 


lious fubjeéts out of the word of God, of their duties towards the 
higher powers: reproving thofe turbulent Preachers, and exhorti 
all to quietneffe, and due reverence towards Princes : and left nothi 
undone, which they thought might ferve to abate the violence 
thofe men, which with inraged mindes runne headlong unto all un- 
godlinefie and mifchiefe, Chiefly Luther, being more vehement a- 
pa them, contented not himfelfe withexhortatory writings a- 
one, but likewife fet forth fharpe Invettives againft the unruly ; and 
by a fpeciall again{t chefe Countrey. Robbers and 
Murtherers, himfelfe denounced warre againft them; exhorting 
Princes by force of Armes, to reftraine the courfe of thefe Robbe- 
ties, and campell them to be quiet, which would not be perfwaded 


to it. | | 
 Thefe new Dottors, and his confederates; being rather 


thade fiercer then milder by thefe admonitions, turmoyle ftill more 
and more, crying out, that Lasher and thofe of his party, favoured 
nothing but feth vaunting indeed, that they have cut off fome of 
the leaves of Antichrift; but che tree and the rootes remained {till 
untouched; which muft alfo be eur downe, and which cut downe 
they would. And feeing they could finde nothing in the writcen word | 
of God, to defend cheir errours, and the tumults which they raifed, 

flye to.new devices, to maintaine themi{clyes and their madnefle, 
oatting of revelations, infpirations ; and alwayes inculcate co the 

ineonGderate multitude inclined unto them, shat man live by

~~ not fecke to be wife onely out of books and writings, but endeavour 


according to the prefcript of the Apoltle, shat they might all Prophecy, 
Hereupon every Fifh-monger begins to-boaft of the Suit, feign re- 
velations after the example of Storch and AZumtzer, to counterfeit 
infpirations: the Pulpitis open to every Cobler or Tinker; and 
what goodly dotage foever the method of deceit had di¢tated to any, 
without and centrary to the written word, ‘was thruft upon men for 
the wordof God; fcoffed at the publique Sermons of the refor- 
med, inveighed againft the Lutherane faith, as being void of good 
workes : fome of their doctrines and myfteries they would not re- 
‘vealc, except to thofe, who gave themfelvesto minifter about their 
holy things; others like the cwtrell_fif%, they caft their blacknefle a- 
bout, thatthey might not be thorowly difcerned ; by f{trang: arts, 
lurked in Houfes and Families, gathering their conventicles in fecret 
corners : profefie that they were fent chiefly to the needy, and thofe 
of meane condition ; and byall kinde of craft and fubtilty, {eek co 
poflefle and bewitch the mindes of credulous men. : 
Having once opened a wide gate toerrour, by enthufiafmes ; all 
tron ‘trous opinions whatfoever, began to be obtruded fimple 
people, thofe who were itching after novelties : turbulent 
‘wits are {tirred up, to introduce a new ftate of things both in Church 
and Common.wealth, into the Chriftian world, And that no regard 
either of confcience, or fidelity fworne to Princes, might be an hin- 
derance to them ; they began to publith, That Oaths inthe time of the 
new T cftament, Were ; and thercfore whether already taken, or to 
be taken, were altogether void and of none efe%. Thefe foundations be- 
Coe layd, thecommon people are over all, as it were fet at li- 
, by tactious Sermons, confpirations made, and {editious per- 
fons armed againft their Princes; and flourifhing provinces wafted 
with miferab e civill warre, and ftained with much bloud. 
The chiefe Trumpet, and kmdler of thefe res, was this 
Muntzer, who having gotten himfelfe authoriry amongft the heed- 
. leflecommon people, ar to proclaime, That he was raifed 
up by the command of God, for the punifoment of Wicked Princes, and al- 
tering of Politicke Government. For this canfe, being by Frederick E- 
Vetter of Saxony, driven out of that Country, and wandering here and 
there through Germasy and Helvetia, he fowed the feeds of {edition 
| Towne

Towne in Thuringia, he came to that height of prefumption, that by 
the ar of factious perfons, and fuch as were addicted unto him, he 
put.off the Magiltrates, and filled the Court with his Seétaries ; yea, 
chalienged to himfelfe the cognizance of all, both Ecclefiafticall and 

Cyvill matters ; {preading this Dothine, that jndgements under the 


new Teftament onght to be framed andcdminiftred oncly out of the word of 


God. And that the hearts of the common people might be the more 

- faftly knit unto him, who have commonly but fimall revenues; he 
would net onely that all Monafteries {hould be prey and*fpoyl* unto 
them, but likewile commanded that all things fronla be in commen, ac- 
cording tothe exampleof the Primitive Church: and thofe of the 
richer fort,' he either by Arguments perfwaded to afcent, or by force, 
and feare of worfe compelled them thereunto. When nothing in 
_{hew more favourable then this, could come to the eares of the com- 
men people ; who hadeither beene burdened with taxes, or fome- 
time opprefled by the more hard government ef their Superiours ; or 
which were in wantand penury: and Adwstzer by his feditious let- 
ters fent abroad every where by his Meflengers, publifhed this do- 
rine ; and withall preached all manner of liberty : grievous com- 
motions fellowed in many provinces, elpecially in Swedes, buringia, 
and Franconica, where the clownifh multitude arifing in great num- 
bers betake themfelves to Armes ; contemne’ the commands and dig- 
nitiz of the Magiftrate ; pull downe all Caftles, and fortrefles, as the 
fetters pat upon their liberty. Aduatzer yet fets the mindes of thofe 
men more en fire, who were already more then enough enraged : cals 
the Minets out of the Mines of A@ansfield unto prey and tumult, de- 
nounceth to all, Thatbe s the fervant of God, ordained by kdcaven, to 
off the ungodly; and shat Gedbad committed the [word of 
Gideon? ordinarily ufing this fub{cription in his letters. Thomas 


Muntzer the fervane of God againft the ungodly ; 28 allo, Thomas 


Muntzer with the (wordof Gideon. And yet is the minde of this mad-The Anabs 


man, more and more inflamed, by one Heury Pfeiffer, who of a

diers, which were fet downe on the hill neer the Towne of Franken- 
baylen ; whom ( quaking before the fight began, and 1n vaine exhor- 
ted by Afmntzers trembling voice to courage and conftancy ) they o- 
verthrow and put to flight ; ftorme the Towne of Frankenbay/en : 
and Afwatzer who had fied thither, and fained a ficknefle, (as being 
pined away with long faintnefle ) being through the fingular provi- 
dence of God, difcovered by the fervant of a Noble-man, by certain 
letters hid in his cloakbagge, neer the bed where he lay, was plucked 
out of his hole, and together with his confort Pfeiffer committed to 
fafe cuftody : where having by the Racke and Tortures, compeld him 
to declare the names of his complices ; he almoft defperate ( toge- 
cher with Pfeffer, who was taken neer J/enacke ) paid for his wicked- 
nefie, and the death of fo many thoufands; being cut off with the 
{word of vengeance, by the hand of the hangman, neer M4ulhay/en, 
in the yeare of our Lord 1525. Ortherwhere alfo in Swedes, Thurin- 
gia, Alfatia, Franconia,Davaria, Auftria and Stiria, were the Princes 
Armes victorious ; the routed Troops of the Rufticks, are f{cattered 
in every place; the Cities poflefled by thefe] factious men, are ci- 
ther taken by force, or conftrained to deliver up, and by the punifh- 
ment of a few, many are reftrayned, all terrified, this fpreading evil 
ftayed ; and the former peace and tranquillity again reftored te thofe 
Provinces. 

Thefe frantick and feditious men, being fubdued by force in spper- 
Germany ;and the {pring of rebellion, with the lofle of much blond, at 
laft drawn dry:this evill grew freth again in Helvetia; and thofe feeds 
of Anabaptifme, which had been fowne by Afsntzer craviling through 
thefe parts ; and received with open eares and mindes by fome Mini- 
fters of the Word ; began both in pablique and private affemblies to 
be preached unto the common people. Of which Preachers the prin. 
cipal men were Felix Afantzy& Conradins Grebelius of Znrich,wher- 
of the firft had ftrived in vaine to come to the profeffion of the He- 
érew, and the other of the Greeke tongue, and Balhazer Hubneicr, 
Pattor. of the Towne of paldfoat : who when he had not onely by 
word, but alfo by publifhing a booke of Arabaptifme, troubled the 
confciences of a great many; Hx/dricus Zwnsgline that valiant Cham- 
pion of the trurh, fet forth a writing, and confuted the turbulent fel- 
low. And at Zwrich,in a folemne difpuration with the two former, 
tor chree dayes together, in the month of Nevember, publiquely .

the Court ( after two others had with them, inthe month of Fam- 
argand Afarch) in the yeare of our Lord 1525.) folidly confuted 
their Argumems, orrather cavillations againft Childrens Baptifme, 
( which they contended was firft inftituted by Pope Nicholas) in full 
demonftration of the fpirit, and of power. Anabaptifme being tri- 
umphed over in this difpuration, by the helpe of Zustglins, Leo Puda, 
and Ca/per Mfegander, and the truth laid open to the light: the Se- 
nate of Z rich by a publique edit eftablitheth Childrens Baptifmsand 

command the Anabaptifes teachers to be filent and quiet. Notwithf{tan- 
ding. asyet thefe troubles of the State would not ceafe, but that in 
private meetings, they had not onely perfwaded Anabapti/me againe 
tomany ef the Citizens, but alfo diversof them, who had addicted 
themfelves to thefe new Patriarks, were rebaprized.. 

To this thing lend their affittance, Gu/selmus Raubli, Panicellus 
Brotlen, George Blaurock, Fobn Dench, and Andrew Siultzy; but a- 
bove all others Hubmeir: who having at firft raubhe the Gofpell at 
Waldfbut, a Towne in the confines of Helvetia ; and afterwards tur- 
ned tothe Anabaprifts, and fo (having fet the Citizens together by 
the eares, for this diverfity of opinions ) made the City again liable to 
the Armes of the houfe of Aufria, and the Idolatry of the Church 
of Rome; had fled to Zurich, and there lurked privily amongft his 
difciples, untill being apprehended by the Senate, and commanded to 
an{wer to what fhould be laid ro his charge ; he was by Zwnigiime out 
of the word of God, proved guilty of divers errors. Buc he of his 
owne accord, promifing to make a pu! liquerecantation, when he 
afcended the Pulpit, againe preached his errors unto the det i Being 
reprehended for this thing, and confeffing that it was infpired into 


him by Satan, at laft after many promifes,and forfwearing the Tenets suimeier b>ni- 
of the Anabaptifts, he was banithed the City. But as menare apt to thed from 
ftrive for what is forbidden them, and defire the more that whichis ™ _ — 


denyed them ; fo could not all this reftraine the rude multitude, bue 
that they fecretly favoured the opinions of thefe fanaticke men, which 
were with much art and eloquence commended unto them by the 
Teachers of the Anabaptifts, moving them, befides the novelty of the 
do@rine, a certaine vaine affection of pitty towards thefe new E- 
vangelifts ; who feemed rather miferable rhen evill, and more prodi- 
gall of their quictneffe then faith ; reputing their ftubbornneffe for

Thefe things being bcfore-hand confidered, it is now manifeft by 
what names thefe Sectarics are called, and for what caufe they are 
given them: and they are either generall or fpeciall ; The generall 
are, Anabaptifie, Catabaptifts, Enthufiafts, Fanaticks and Libertines.

It it evident moreover, that the enemy of mankind hath laboured 
by Arabaptifme ; that the order both of Church and ftate,being ever- 
thrown,or at leaftwife difturbed and brought into concempt,the good 
government of chriftian Churches and common-wealths might fall 
to the ground. From hence came it, that the authority of Ecclefiafti- 
call order was weakned, by che licentioufnefle of Enthufiafts, venti 
their own dreams and inventions:and the choice of thofe, whe 
attend the holy things; committed co the rude multitude; the facred 
keyes alfo,which ought to be born by the reprefentative churchexpo- 
fed tothe pleafure of every one,and fo a kind of Anarehy & intollera- 
ble diforder brougfft into the Houle of God. With how many, and 
how lamentable cumults coinmon-wealths have been fhaken , fince 
this kind of doCtrin began to be fpread and practifed,the records both 
of high & Lower Germany do teltihe; which could vot be extingnifh- 
ed or quieted without a great deal of blood, How much alfo they de-

That chriftians are not oblieged 
to give their oath to the Magiltrate, Ce, Embd. As neither to beare 
Arms, or keep watch,when we are invaded by the Enemy. sid. which 
how perillous and deftructive it is to common-wealths, needs not to 
be fhewed. For neithercanany thing be more powerfull to expofe 
both publike and private eftate, to che Tyrany of an Enemy, and to 
turn all things uplide down, then when this bewitching, Coloured o- 
ver with a fait {hew of Religion and piety , kath poffefled the minds 
of men; and tis held not only indifferent , but even unlawful to refift 
an Baemy chat invades our countrey. VVhich opinion, leaft it fhould 
f{eem now to be abolifhed, and grown out of date, was confirmed by 


alate and notable example, of the Anabaptifts, which heretofore had 


their habitation in the country of Zurich, For when a few yeers fince, 
the German, & Rhetian war waxing hot, no {mall danger feemed to 
threaten reformed Helvetia, and efpecially the Territory of the com- 
mon- wealth of Zsrich; it feemed good to the honourable Magiftrate, 
to ordain the ufuall mufters, and viewing of Arms. The Anabaprifts 
being called to thefe exercifes, they began, not only to refufe obedi 
alfo to inculcate into others, that war was 
ing offended asa punifhment. That a Kingdome 
was not defended by Arms, but amendment of our manners; That it 
was not lawful] for a chriltian to bear Arms, nor to be armed to de- 
fend his country. With which divinity,& other che like precepts,fome 
being infeéted ; thought that they mutt rather forfake, country, 
wives , children, fortunes, and all things whatfoever; then by 
moft juft Arms, to drive the Enemy out of theircountry. The religi- 
ous Magiftrate of Zwrich ufed all means to informe and inftrué rhefe 
men, and to recall them to their duty; fearching out, and confuti 
at large all things wherewith they.profcfled they were troubled : fo 
as he ieft chem no c@ufe of any more fcruple. Men chofen out of both 


orders, 
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orders, civill and Ecclefiafticall , eminent for prud 
ence cOnferre with them; and take very good heed , that nothing fall 
from them which might carry gny thew of cavillation, or more vio- 
lent proceeding But fo far were they from departing from their force 
faid aflertions, that being demanded whether he that beareth the of- 
fice of a Magiftrate , and in the fame believeth and livethas a chriftian 
ought, could be faved ? they would not affear. There are propofed to 
them naolt eafte conditions. That they fhould be freed from the ufsall 
form of an oath,& the Magiftrate would be content with their fimple 
promife in giving their faith;that they fhould be releafed from the ule 
of Arms; if they would but affilt their country, with prayers, good 
wifhes, and {uch other godly waiesand means. ‘They fhould indeed 
be oblieged to come to the Sermons, yet with this. condition, that 
they fhould-freely reftifie their diflent from any 
tothe Paftors, or other officers of the Church: and for any thing elfe, 
they might promife themfelves all favour, courtefi¢, and protection, 
from the Magiftrate. -When neither this gentlenefle of the Senate of 
Zurich, was able to overcome or aflwage the minds of thefe obftinate 
men; they are defired; of cheirowne accord, to depart fome other 
where, that neither by theirdoétrine nor example, the fafety of 
County might be indangered ; and leave was given them to take 
fuch things with them ,. as fhould be thear fultentation. 
Buc if they would not have fome of their wives’and children (free 
from their errours) to goout of the country, they. fhould leave for 
them an equail portion of: their Eftate tothe aduniniftrarion of fome 
Citizens, which eicher they themfelves fhould chufe , or whom the. 
-Magiftrate fhould judge faithful ; leaft che departure of fome, might
